BRITAIN IS URGED 


T0 KEEP AN EYE 
ONU.S. ECONOMY 


Commons Is Told Eng- 
land Is Making Steady 
Progress Toward Bet- 

. ter Times. 


LONDON, April 6 (AP)— 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Richard A. Butler said today 
Britain is making steady prog- 
ress toward better times, but 
warned “the present decline in 
United States activity must be 
closely watched.” 

He offered the nation a bal- 
anced budget with neither new 
taxes nor major tax relief in the 
1954-55 fiscal year that opened 
April 1. It called for expendi- 
tures of $12,664,000,000 and rev- 
enues of $12,803,600,000. 

Butler warned in a House of 
Commons speech, that Britain's 
burden of defense and of gov- 
ernment social services must be 
controlled or the nation will run 
into the red. 

“During the coming year,” he 
said, “we must see that we ob- 
tain some definite relief from 
the defense burden.” He said 
the peacetime record defense 
bills, slightly higher than last 
year’s, is straining the nation’s 
drive to increase vital exports. 

Defense Budget Approval. 

Commons has already ap- 
proved the defense budget, pro- 
viding for expenditure of $4,- 
591,720,000. 

Butler told Britons plainly 
they must further increase in- 
dustrial production and exports 
to meet fierce foreign competi- 
tion although production was up 
6 per cent and export volume 
10 per cent over a year ago. 

Some minor tax adjustments 
were lined up. 

Butler announced a new “in- 
vestment allowance” which gives 
a slightly higher tax free allow- 
ance for new factories and in- 
dustrial plants. 

He also announced a cut of 
up to a penny and a half (two 
United States cents)*on the ad- 


ment of expenses incurred by 
the board up to next July 1. 
Expenses will be shared equally 
by the city and county.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 6 
(AP)—Capt. C. E. Loughlin, now 
commanding a submarine in the 
Pacific, has been ordered to re- 
port to the Naval Academy as 
director of athletics. 

Loughlin is to succeed Capt. 
Ian C, Eddy when he is relieved 
as commander of the submarine 
squadron. The normal change 
in athletic directors at the 
academy takes place in June. 

The job of athletic director 
usually is for three years. Capt. 
Eddy completes his third year 
on July 1. 

Loughlin returns after a two- 
year absence from the academy. 
On his last hitch here he was 
closely identified with athletics. 

For two seasons he was of- 
ficer representative for basket- 
ball, handling administrative af- 
fairs for the squad. He also was 
one of five members of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Ath- 
letic Association for a year. 

The native Pennsylvanian was 
one of the Navy’s most brilliant 
athletes in the 1930s. His bas- 
ketball record of 621 points in 
three seasons, when scoring was 
meager compared with these 
days, stood for 18 seasons.

Plan New Conference 


CLEVELAND, April 6 (AP)— 
A new athletic conference with 
“a sane and reasonably economi- 
cal program” has been proposed 
by the presidents of four Cleve- 
land colleges. 

Stating intercollegiate compe- 
tition “can be pwpvided on a 
sound educational basis and at a 
reasonable cost,” a joint state- 
ment was issued yesterday by 
Dr. John L. Knight of Baldwin- 
Wallace, Dr. T. Keith Glennan 
of Case Tech, Dr. John Millis of 
Western Reserve and the very 
Rev. Frederick Welfle of John 
Carroll. 

Case, which dropped football 
after the 1953 season, will re- 
sume the sport in 1955 if the 
conference is formed, Dr. Glen- 
nan said. Western Reserve would 
have to leave the Mid-American 
Conference. 

Other institutions near Cleve- 
land would be invited to join 
the league, which will begin op- 
erating in the fall of 1955, pro- 
vided favorable action is taken 
by the schools’ governing bodies. 

Only seven colleges would 
participate in the conference, 
and competition with non-mem- 
ber schools would be barred.

When dicta- 
tors overreach themselves and 
challenge the whole world they 
are very likely to end up in 
any place except a dictatorial 
position, and those men in the 
Politburo know that. So we 
have the first of these coun- 
terbalancing factors against 
the possibility of their declar- 
ing war. 

There are many risks of every 
kind in war, Among other 
things the Russians have a sys- 
tem of satellites, captive satel- 
lites. Now, they know again the 
risk of indulging in war when 
you have captive satellites. Na- 
poleon went into Russia in 1812 
with exactly that kind of an 
army. The Grand Army of 
France had been reinforced by 
Prussians andyothers of the re- 
gions that Napoleon had con- 

quered, and whose soldiers he 
had impressed into his own 
army which, as he met his first 
disaster in Russia, they began 
to desert him.

The President’s Move 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As every resident of a big city 
knows, there is a serious need for 
housing, particularly low-cost rental 
housing, for private industry has 
never been able to build new homes 
to rent for a sum which people with 
moderate incomes can afford. 


A law passed before Mr. Eisenhow- 
er was elected calls for construction 
with federal aid of as many as 135,- 
000 family units of such housing a 
year. But the President appointed as 
head of the Housing Administration 
a former congressman whose voting 
record showed he was a determined 
opponent of the federal housing pro- 
gram. 


More recently President Eisenhow- 
er, worried by the rise in unemploy- 
ment and to help eliminate slums, 
did call for construction this year of 
35,000 such units. But the Rules Com- 
mittee in the House deliberately 
made it possible for funds for this 
housing program to be eliminated by 
a simple objection from the floor, 
and this objection was made, so that 
even this small program will not be 
undertaken. 


Curiously enough, when the Dem- 
ocrats proposed raising the income- 
tax exemption for individuals and 
dependents, in order to give people 
with small incomes some of the ad- 
vantages of tax reduction that are 
being generously given to the 
wealthy, President Eisenhower made 
a strong speech against this tax cut, 
and the Administration used all its 
power to keep the Republicans in 
line against this raise in exemptions. 
But he has not made any similar 
move to save his low-rent housing 
program, inadequate though it is.

The President Reassures 


As a television presentation, President Eisen- 
hower’s half-hour appearance Monday reached 
a new height of achievement. Not a note was 
in sight. The technical assistance was mini- 
mized to a greater degree than ever before. The 
impression created was that a thoroughly relaxed 
President—speaking so informally that he pre- 
ferred not even to sit but rather to lean against 
a table—believed his countrymen really had 
little or nothing to fear in the world. 

The plan of the President’s address was sim- 
plicity itself. In quick succession he took up 
“fears” generated by the hydrogen bomb, by 
Communist infiltration, excesses in congressional 
investigations, loss of friends abroad and the 
danger of a depression. He presented, as he saw 
them, the “counter-balancing factors” to each. 
Thus he found the danger in each case over- 
stated and the fear exaggerated. 

There can be no question that the American 
people expect their President to allay unfounded 
fears. One of the chief obligations of the nation’s 
elected leader is to set things in proper per- 
spective. They count on him, above all others in 
the country, to cut through confusion and doubt. 
They expect him to reassure them when re- 
assurance is indicated and also to tell them 
the truth when they do not know what the truth 
is. 

Almost everything Mr, Eisenhower said was 
praiseworthy. It was good as far as it went. 
But how many Americans, who responded to the 
extensive advance notice and made it their busi- 
ness to be at the TV sets, felt that it went far 


enough? We wonder. 
- . . 


Take, for example, what the President said 
about the threat of war. In connection with the 
hydrogen bomb, the President said that the men 
in the Kremlin would hesitate a long time before 
starting an atomic war “as long as they know 
that we are in a position to act strongly and to 
retaliate” with vastly superior power. 

This means that the President regards the 
hydrogen bomb as a deterrent to war, but at 
the same time recognizes the possibility that an 
“act of insanity” might touch off atomic war. 
Yet there was not a word of reassurance that 
possibly the atomic powers may still get to-, 
gether to halt the bomb race and put atomic 
energy to peaceful uses for all the peoples 
of the world before it destroys civilization. Not 
as much actual reassurance on the H-bomb as in 
the President’s own hopeful address to the U.N. 
last December. 

But even more immediately in the minds of 
the American people is the war in Indochina. 
How closely related are we to it? What if the 
surrounded French outpost at Dien Bien Phu 
falls to the Communist aggressors? What then? 

Secretary of State Dulles said a few hours before 
the President’s speech that the Chinese Commu- 
nists are “coming awful close” to the fresh ag- 
gression that could bring retaliation by the 
United States. Yet President Eisenhower did 
not so much as mention the word Indochina. 
From his effort to quiet fears, the citizen would 
never know that a new American involvement in 
hostilities might be close at hand. Or even 
that the gateway to Southeast Asia is in jeopardy. 

- « . 

Similarly what Mr. Eisenhower said about the 
excesses of congressional committees was all to 
the good. But can there be any informed per- 
son who does not know that there have been 
serious excesses and that innocent people have 
suffered? 

Had the President taken up the case of the 
skilled personnel suspended at Fort Monmouth, 
in the wake of the McCarthy star-chamber at our 
vital radar center, he could have performed a 
notable service. Had he chosen to give the facts 
about the pillorying, —" and reinstate- 
ment of Mrs. Annie Lee Moss, that would have 
given point to his generalities on America’s be- 
lief in “fair play and decency and justice.” 

On the subject of economic decline here at 
home, the President was most specific of all. 
He opposes any “slambang emergency program 
unless it is necessary.” Since his reports tell 
him that unemployment “shows every sign of 
leveling off” he sees no present necessity for 
resolute action. But Mr. Eisenhower pledges 
that his Administration is ready to cope with 
a depression even to the point of “further low- 
ering of taxes.” This, too, is reassuring in its 
way since it represents a big change in the 
President’s attitude toward purchasing power in 
recent weeks. . 

One recurring theme in the address reduced 
its effectiveness for audiences overseas. This was 
its emphasis on the greatness of the United States. 
The Voice of America cannot becomingly tell the 
peoples of Holland, Mexico, Japan, Germany, 
Italy and other nations that “America is the 
greatest force that God has ever allowed to 
exist on His footstool.” 
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Return of a Native 

The mockingbird which has just returned to 
the old post oak in the back yard must have spent 
his winter vacation far southward, possibly in 
the Mexican jungles. He seems to have forgotten 
all the old familiar songs—the imitations of the 
cardinal and oriole and tufted titmouse. Instead, 
he gives forth with a jabberwocky dialect which 
sounds like a parrot chorus. After spending so 
much time with foreign birds speaking foreign 
languages in, of all places, foreign places, it may 
take the mocker awhile to readapt himself to 
good old American ways and music. If he does 
not succeed, he will be reported to the immigra- 
tion authorities for proper screening. May not 
even be the same bird. : 
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‘Giveaways’ Are Legal, Anyhow 

The fate of the popular radio and television 
“giveaway” program is back in the hands of 
those who invented it—the broadcasters them- 
selves. In an 8 to 0 ruling, the United States 
Supreme Court has invalidated the Federal Com- 
munications Commission’s effort to bar most 
such shows from the air. 

This issue has been raising legal doubts ever 
since the giveaways first appeared about 15 
years ago. Since thefi the public has heard or 
seen a host of costly programs, such as “Take it 
Or Leave It,” “Hit the Jackpot,” “Pot of Gold” 
and so on. Some have involved prizes of $25,000 
or more, 

Since the FCC is enjoined to prohibit use of 
the air waves for gambling purposes, the com- 
mission went to court with the argument that 
giveaways were illegal lotteries. The federal lot- 
tery law, however, does not specifically define 


a lottery. Generally the courts have held that 


lotteries must involve some “consideration” on 
the part of the contestant. 

That is what the Supreme Court held. It ruled 
that the FCC could not bar giveaway shows sim- 
ply because the audience or contestants were 
required to be listening to win prizes. Such pro- 
grams can only be banned if contestants are re- 
quired to furnish money, or box tops, or evi- 


dence of purchases of the sponsor's product. 
The high court's ruling of course does not an- 
swer complaints about bad taste. The FCC ar- 
gued that giveaway shows attract audiences 
through an appeal to cupidity, not through enter- 
tainment. But a giveaway is also a form of con- 
tést, and people do enjoy contests. 

Some of the Justices were interested in the 
problem of taste, but it was not a point of law. 
The court's decision shows that if federal regula- 
tion oversteps legal bounds, our private broad- 
casting system can find protection in the courts. 
It also shows that the broadcasters bear the 
first responsibility to preserve this system, They 
should police their own programs. 
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An Apple a Day? 


The difference between the average citizen's 
desire for more adequate health insurance and 
the American Medical Association's opposition to 
Federal activity in this field seems to be the dif- 
ference between a real need and a vague fear. 
This impression was heightened when Dr. David 
B. Allman appeared for the A.M.A, before Rep- 
resentative Charles A. Wolverton, New Jersey 
Republican, to testify against President Eisen- 
hower's reinsurance plan. 

Please do not do anything, Dr. Allman said in 
effect, because it might lead to something we 
would not like. But when asked to be specific, 
the doctor only said that the power of the Sec- 
retary of Health, Education and Welfare might 
be abused some day, the $25,000,000 “starter” of 
the President's plan might become a subsidy, 
and Blue Cross and Blue Shield services might 
deteriorate under Federal reinsurance. 

Anyway, private insurance companies are do- 
ing a good job, he added in disagreement with 
Mr. Wolverton, Those who cannot afford the 
high cost of policies against catastrophic illness, 
the doctor classified as “medical indigents” to be 
treated in city or state institutions. But it fis just. 
because millions of Americans do not want to 
become public charges that there is such a de- 
mand for a set-up which will enable them to pay 
their bills, and at a cost within their means. 

The Eisenhower plan is meant to provide such 
coverage by backing up private insurance sys- 
tems. These would have to pay a reasonable fee 
for a service which would enable them to enlarge 
their business considerably. It seems unlikely that 
they would have to worry about Secretary Hobby 
or her successors unless they sold policies at 
such unrealistic rates that virtually all risks 
were pushed onto the reinsurance fund. And 
why should services deteriorate because the 
companies are given greater assurance against 
loss? Would not the trend be toward more and 
greater services, rather than the other way? 

These considerations make it hard to see 
through A.M.A, eyes—unless millions of Ameri- 
cans are to bank on a daily apple and statistical- 
ly inordinate good luck.

The New York 
Times said so some days ago. The same conclu- 
sion ig reported by the Knozville Journal, whose 
editor, Guy L. Smith, is Tennessee Republican 
chairman and one of Mr. Carbaugh’s backers. 

But the new prospect reported by The Journal 
is scarcely more attractive than the old. 
“Sources close to the White House’ are quoted 
by the Knoxville paper as saying a retired offi- 
cer of the Corps of Engineers of the United 
States Army will be appointed. 

The Army Engineers regard TVA, like the 
Reclamation Bureau, as a competitor in dam- 
building projects, and therefore something of a 
natural enemy. Mr. Eisenhower will need to go 
farther than either Mr, Carbaugh or a retired 
Army engineer to find a capable head for TVA. 
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So That’s Normalcy 

St. Louis has made a minor statistical contri- 
bution to the business of economic theorizing 
though, perhaps, there is no reason to boast 
about it. A survey of the local circuit and magis- 
trate courts shows that 3155 garnishment suits 
were filed in the first three months of this year. 
That represents nearly a 31 per cent increase 
over a year ago. 

The Wall Street Journal, which looks well be- 
yond Wall Street, recently took St. Louis as a 
sample of a trend. The trend is toward rising 
delinquency on payments of consumer and per- 
sonal loans. However, the Journal reports, any 
number of other cities report the same thing, In 
San Francisco, Detroit, Cleveland and elsewhere, 
more people are having their paychecks attached 
to meet past-due bills. 

Car repossessions have increased across the 
country. Delinquency on loans is marked in the 
auto business, and also in home appliances. But 
in most of these cases the items sold can be re- 
captured. The pay-attachment suits generally in- 
volve non-durable consumer goods sold without 
direct security for the loan. 

Bankers and loan officials generally seem to 
blame the loan trend on joblessness and reduced 
overtime pay. However, there are few prophets 
of gloom and doom among them. In fact, The 
Wall Street Journal says, “Most lenders agree 
the ratio of overdue payments to total loans out- 
standing is below ‘normal’'—‘normal’ meaning 
the ratio that prevailed around 1939 to 1941.” 

So far, however, we hear no appeal to go back 
to normalcy. 
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With the Shifting Tides 

Senator Douglas’s bill, backed by 13 other 
Senators, to repeal the Submerged Lands Act of 
1953, may be politically unrealistic so far as 
early passage is concerned. The Illinoisan admits 
as much. 

But it makes evident one very practical politi- 
cal fact, And that is, that as long as shifting 
majorities from one Congress to the next can 
shift control over the marginal seas from the 
Federal Government to the states and back to 
the Federal Government again, there can be no 
stable national policy affecting those vital areas.

It is imperative that the American 
people realize the implications of Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles’s for- 
eign policy speech in New York. That 
speech specifically and definitely wrote 
Southeast Asia—Indochina in particular 
—into the free warld’s defense per- 
imeter. 


There is a certain basic similarity be- 
tween this policy speech by Secretary 
Dulles on Indochina and that famous 
policy speech by his predecessor, Dean 
Acheson, four years 
ago on Korea. 

In his 1950 ad- 
dress Secretary 
Acheson drew 
America’s defense 
perimeter in the 
Pacific but with Ko- 
rea excluded. But 
if he left Korea out 
of America’s de- 
fense perimeter he 
wrote it into the 
United Nations’ de- 
fense perimeter. 

Thus there is this 
similarity between 
what Mr. Acheson 


John Foster Dulles 
did on Korea and Mr, Dulles has done 


as regards Indochina. Neither would 
say that either area was the sole re- 
sponsibility of the United States, but 
both said in substance that each was in 
fact an American responsibility as a 
member of the U.N. or the free com- 
munity. 


Crux of Reassessment 


Thus the United States is now com- 
mitted to keeping Southeast Asia—and 
specifically Indochina—free, independ- 
ent and democratic. 


What this means is of utmost import- 
ance to Americans. It means that the 
United States will pour whatever money 
is needed into Indochina to keep it free. 


This means that the United States 
will supply the French with whatever 
equipment they need to keep Indochina 
out of the Communists’ hands. It means 
that the United States will supply what- 
ever technicians are needed for the 
French. 


And it means, in any twelfth-hour 
showdown, that the United States would 
not automatically oppose the use of 
American manpower in Indochina. This 
last prospect is the crux of Secretary 
Dulles’s official reassessment of the In- 
dochinese crisis. 


Mr. Dulles had four specific audiences 
in mind when he spoke his piece in 
New York. To the Indochinese and 
other natives of Southeast Asia he was 
saying: We are not going to let Com- 
munist aggression swallow you up. To 
the French he was saying: We will help 
you with all the material and equipment 
you need to win this struggle so fight 
on,

and Peking he was saying: We will not 

it Southeast Asia to fall behind the 

ron Curtain, so before you try to put 

it there you had better realize you are 
in for a fight. 


To the American people—most of all, 
to the American people—he was saying: 
Southeast Asia, Indochina in particular, 
is a free world responsibility; that 
means it has become America’s respon- 
sibility since America is leader of the 
free world; and that means that while 
Washington counts on keeping Indo- 
china free with money and weapons the 
situation can arise where it might also 
have to put in manpower.

The primary motivation for the 
speech which John Foster Dulles de- 
livered to the Overseas Press Club was 
the growing possibility that the French, 
even aided as they are by a substantial 
flow of American military supplies, will 
not consider themselves able much 
longer to sustain the battle with only 
French Union troops. 


The French have been fighting this 
battle for seven long, dreary, bitter, in- 
conclusive years. They do not expect 
to be able to achieve a complete mili- 
tary victory. The most they ever have 
anticipated was a military situation 
which would reduce the Communist 
forces to guerrilla status. 


The Navarre plan projected the 
achievement of this condition by 1955, 
but its achievement depends on two 
conditions which cannot be guaranteed. 


One condition is that the Chinese 
Communists do not increase their flow 
of military supplies to the Indochinese 
Communists. The other condition is 
that France itself be willing and able to 
add another year to the seven which 
already have gone by without decision. 


First Foreign Policy Crisis 


The above are components of the 
problem which caused the Secretary of 
State to devote a part of a major policy 
speech to a recital of why Southeast 
Asia is strategically important to the 
Western world, and the balance of that 
speech to the proposition that the Chi- 
nese are implacably hostile to the in- 
terests of the West. 

So deep is the French desire for an 
early end to the drain of the Indochina 
war that the French Government would 
find it almost impossible to refuse any 
offer the Chinese Communists might 
make at Geneva which would have even 
the superficial appearance of letting 
France withdraw its armies honorably. 


This condition constitutes the first 
feal foreign-policy crisis which Mr. 
Dulles and the Republican Adminis- 
tration have had to face. So far they 
have been fortunate. The Korean war 
had been fought to a stalemate before 
they took office. They had merely to 
formalize the truce which had been in 
effective existence for months before. 
Europe was relatively stable and Mos- 
cow was largely preoccupied with its 
own internal troubles. 


Now the time is rapidiy approaching 
when Mr. Dulles, and the Republican 
party, must face up to the proposition 
that, if Indochina is as important to 
the Western community as they Say it is 
then more must be done to hold it. 


Way to ‘United Action’? 


One thing which can be done is to 
attempt to dissuade the French from 
accepting a too easy Chinese offer at 
Geneva. Another thing is to attempt to 
prepare Congress and the American 
public for the possible necessity of in- 
creased American participation in the 
Indochina war. These two things Mr. 
Dulles tried to do in his speech. 

It is not, however, easy to see where 
he goes from there. He proposes “unit- 
ed action,” but he cannot have “united 
action” from London and Paris unless 
he makes it very clear that such action 
does not include “instant retaliation,” 
with or without A-bombs. London and 
Paris have no taste for the slightest risk 
of = ap World War III.

Effective Condensation. 


A HISTORY OF THE SOUTHERN CONFEDERACY, 
by Clement Eaton. (The Macmilien Co. 35! pgs. 
$5.50.) 

Every so often someone writes a his 
tory of the Confederacy. This is ‘the 
newest and in some ways the best. -Mr. 
Eaton, a professor of history at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, is the author of 
“Freedom of Thought in the Old South,” 
and recently finished ‘A History of the 
Old South,” to which the present book 
is a companion piece. Without ‘this 
solid grounding in Southern history: Mr. 
Eaton could still have written a book 
about the Confederacy. But it wouldn't 
have been as good or as discerning as is 
this one. 

The book is good largely because of 
what is left out. Obviously it is not easy 
to compress the four year history of a 
warring nation into 350 pages—some- 
thing has to go. 
Balance, in a book 
of this nature, is 
hard to achieve. 
Usually there is a 
tendency to. ovyer- 
load histories of the 
Confederate States 
with too much 
fighting, or to warp 
them with too little. 
Mr. Eaton tries to 
find a medium and 
succeeds. He finds 
that little work has 
been done in such 
areas as logistics, 
Western campaigns, 
and strategy, and attempts to fill some 
of these gaps. 

Drawing on his knowledge of. the 
field, and sifting the results of recent 
research, the author presents the essen- 
tials clearly and understandingly. He is 
not only a military historian—he gives 
considerable space to a particularly u- 
dernourished area of Confederate -his- 
tory: how the people behind the armies 
lived during the war; what they ate: 
how they amused themselves, and what 
happened to their morale. 

Good throughout and graphic where 
need be, the style is much better than 
the run of the academic mill. The re 
sult is a highly palatable capsule.

PIERRE . Dl PONT, | Financier Dead 


INDUSTRIALIST, Dito 


Headed Giant Chemical 
Company, Helped Develop 
General Motors. 

WILMINGTON, Del., April 6 
(AP)—Pierre Samuel du Pont, 
dean of the famed chemical fam- 
ily and a major figure in the 
development of two of the 
world’s largest industries, died 
last night. He was 84 years old. 

Mr. Du Pont, who took an ac- 
tive part in the Du Pont empire 
even after his announced re- 
tirement in 1940, was stricken 
- with a severe abdominal pain 
shortly after dinner at Long- 
- wood, his estate at nearby Ken- 
nett Square, Pa. 

Rushed to the Wilmington 
Memorial Hospital, he died of 
what physicians termed an 
avotic aneurysm (abnormal ex- 
pansion of a main blood vessel). 

Kin at Bedside. 

A younger brother, Irenee, 
and his sister, Mrs. R. R. M. 
Carpenter, were at his bedside. 
They are Mr. Du Pont’s only im- 


rnediate survivors, Another 
brother, Lammont, died two 
years ago. 


Funeral services, to be at- 
tended only by members of the 
family. will be conducted to- 
morrow at Longwood by the 
Rev. Dr. William C. Munds, rec- 
tor of Christ Episcopal Church, 
Wilmington.

country, into our government, 
into our schools, into our unions, 
into any of our facilities, any 
of our industries, wherever they 
may be and wherever those 
Communists could damage us. 
Now, it would be completely 
false to minimize the danger of 
this penetration, It does exist. 
We know some of them are here. 


Yet let me give you now some 
of the counterbalancing factors. 
First of all, this fear has been 
greatly exaggeratetl as to num- 
bers. In our country today 
there are possibly some 25,000 
doctrinal Communists. The FBI 
knows pretty well where they 
are, but the headlines of the 
newspapers would sometimes 
have you think that every other 
person you meet is a Communist. 
Actually 25,000 out of 160,000,- 
000 people means about one out 
of 6000, but they are dangerous. 


Now, our great defense 
against those people is the FBI. 
The FBI has been doimg for 


years in this line of work a mag- 
nificent job. 

Attorney General to Speak. 

They are a great bulwark and 
if any one of you can notify 
them today about real, valid sus- 
picions you have, they will be 
on the job doing something 
about it. They’re that kind. So 
great is the story that they 
have to tell that I am not going 
to attempt to tell it tonight. In- 
stead I have asked the Attorney 
General on next Friday night to 
come before you and give you a 
complete account of what the 
FBI has been doing about this. 

Now, along with this fear of 
Communist penetration comes 
another fear that’s related to it, 
the fear that we will use intem- 
perate investigative methods, 
particularly through congres- 
sional committees to combat that 
Communist penetration.

An Interesting Visit 
ToHill Country Ranch 


By Leonard Hall 


Ors of the “business objectives’ of our jour- 


ney west was to learn all we could about 

the several new breeds of beef cattle which 
have been developing out in the ranch country. 
It was,this which 
took us to King 
Ranch; and on the 
way home it led to 
an equally interest- 
ing adventure. We 
were driving down 
the highway to 
Kerrville, Tex., a 
thriving business 
and resort city in 
the hill country 
west of San An- 
tonio, when our at- 
tention was drawn 
to a sign alongside 


the road. “LIVE 
OAK RANCH,” it 
read. “Purebred 


Charolaise and Charbray Cattle. Visitors Wel- 
come.” Charolaise is the big breed of French 
beef cattle and Charbray is a cross between this 
breed and the Brahman, made to obtain addi- 
tional hardiness under the tough southwestern 
range conditions. So far on our trip, we hadn't 
found an opportunity for a good look at these 
cattle and now, with most of an afternoon on 
our hands, we decided to turn in at the Live Oak 
Ranch gate. This ts a rocky country, largely cov- 
ered with shinnery oak, live oak, mesquite, 
prickly pear and the century plant known as 
sotol or bear grass. To the casual visitor, es- 
pecially during drouth years, it would appear to 
be desert. Yet the rock here is limestone and in 
normal times it produces several short bunch- 
grasses which are extremely nutritious and have 
good livestock carrying capacity.

WE DROVE FOUR MILES through this wild 
terrain and then came out at an old ranch head- 
quarters where, in addition to ranch house and 
barns, there had at one time been enough other 
buildings for a small town. At one of the out- 
buildings several men were grinding feed and 
as we approached, a pleasant young fellow came 
up to the car and introduced himself as Charley 
Schreiner, the ranch operator. I explained our 
mission and he said he'd be delighted to show 
us the cattle. So we climbed into his car, that 
was equipped with a two-way radio-telephone. 
By means of this he kept up a constant contact 
with his foreman-manager. And we took off 
through the brush, across rocks and cactus, at a 
rate that stood our hair on end. 


Some of the cattle were at Charley’s beauti- 
fully built steel stock pens. But for others we 
searched through the brush in pastures running 
up to 6000 acres in size. There were something 
over 1000 Hereford cows on the ranch, from a 
strain that has been tnere since 1883. But what 
we were interested in—and saw—were the pure- 
bred Charolaise and the various crosses with 
Brahmans which eventually result in the Char- 
bray. And I must say that they were magnifi- 
cent animals, creamy white in color, considerably 
larger than the English breeds, of excellent beef 
conformation, with fine blocky calves at their 
sides and in absolutely remarkable shape. 


FOUR O’CLOCK CAME and Charley insisted 
we run over to his house for a cup of coffee— 
that inevitably hospitable offering of all good 
Texas hosts. It was, he said, only about nine 
miles to the house and wouldn’t take a minute. 
So he called home on the radio-telephone to put 
the coffee pot on—and away we went. And every 
few yards, on one side of the car or the other, 
we'd flush a band of Texas white-tail deer. 
Questioning brought forth the information that 
wildlife had always been a primary interest at 
Live Oak Ranch and that—in addition to some 
1500 head of cattle, 10,000 sheep and perhaps 
1000 Mexican mutton goats—they were carrying 
some 50 deer to the section of land.

CHARLES AND AUDREY SCHREINER have 
a delightful modern home, set in the midst of 
this wild kingdom, and quite near to it is the 
larger but equally delightful home of his mother. 
Widowed some 20 years ago, she had managed 
this huge and complex operation until her son 
took it over a few years ago. We drank our 
coffee and talked cattle and dry weather and 
the minutes slipped by. Then we had to see 
Mrs. Walter Schreiner’s home, to know what an 
*“‘old-time Texas ranch house” looked like. The 
word which describes it best, I think, is “gen- 
erous.”” Plainly, this had been—and still was—a 
hospitable house, capable of gathering in friends 
in batches of a dozen or two at a time and for 
longer than over-night.

IT WASN’T LONG before Birdella—who is 
Mrs. Schreiner’s cook, housekeeper and chauf- 
feur—was asking if she shouldn't set places f6r 
us for dinner and make up a guest room, be- 
cause, she said, “we just love to have company.” 
The invitation had already come from Mrs. 
Schreiner and from Charles and Audrey, so our 
protests grew weaker and weaker and before we 
knew it, we were driving the nine miles back to 
headquarters to get our car and unpack an over- 
night bag. 

Dinner was a pleasant interval and Birdella 
certainly put her best foot forward for the two 
prodigals from far-off Missouri, Afterward we 
drew out the history of the ranch and of its 
founder, Charles Schreiner, who came from 
Alsace-Lorraine and was a picneer and one of 
the real builders of the west. This is amply 
attested to not only by land holdings of 500,000 
acres divided among his eight children, but by 
such institutions in Kerrville as the Schreiner 
National Bank, the department store, the hos- 
pital and many other enterprises bearing the 
family name. Midnight came before we knew it; 
and we left at 9 next morning with mutual 
promises that the Schreiners would visit Possum 
Trot and that we’d return to camp at one of the 
isolated windmills and take movies of the deer 
and other wildlife.

ry HE thing we need in high places, the thing whose 
T absence is making us all anxious with regard to 
*<: the progress of the country, among those who hold 
“the reins of highest power, is not what we hold to be mis- 
i, taken ideas with regard 
to policies of government, 
but it is the absence of 
lofty and unselfish char- 
acter. It is the absence of 
the complete consecration 
of man’s self to the public 
good; it is the willingness 
of men to bring their per- 
sonal spites where eleva- 
tion ought to shame such 
things into absolute death; 
the tendency of men, even 
of men whom the nation 
has put in very high 
places indeed, to count 
those high places their 
privileges, and to try to 
draw therefrom, not help 
for humanity and the com- 
munity over which they 
rule, but their own mean,

So wrote Phillips Brooks in 1880. It sounds strange- 
ly familiar. Three quarters of a century later, we are still 
anxious because men in high places are willing to bring 
personal spite into play, and use their office for their 
own mean, private advantage. We still need men who are 
‘completely consecrated to the public good.

I THINK WE DO HAVE some men who are truly dedi- 
cated and disinterested. In spite of the unfortunate oratory 
which accompanied the last presidential campaign, I felt 
cheered by the fact that there were on both sides of the 
political fence an unusual number of highly intelligent men 
of undoubted integrity. Not all of them were elected. One 
of the losers parodied Milton's line, “They also serve who 
only stand and wait,” saying that “they also serve who only 
run.” And they do serve who run, even though 
they are defeated. 

I shall not attempt to list the names of those who 
figure high on my sheet of hope for the future. There 
would be glaring omissions and needless offense. But I 
will admit that right at the top of the list is the name 
of a woman, Senator Margaret Chase Smith from Maine. 
I am proud to belong to the same sex, even though I am 
hot of the same party, having inherited my politics un- 
diluted. My mother said once that she must confess she 

had inherited both her politics and her religion—but that 
she had found them quite satisfactory.

I THINK THAT ONE of the most amusing things that 
came out of the presidential conventions was the puzzled 
remark by a Republican that having money had not 
changed the Democrats—they still acted just like Demo- 
trats. He seemed to feel that there was no hope for us

On Peeling Paint. 


OTS of people are s#mewhat 
unpleasantly surprised in the 
spring and summer to find all 
the paint peeling off the outside 
walls of their homes. It is even 
more of a surprise if the paint 
was just put on last year and 
you still haven't paid the painter. 
Actually a condition like this 
shouldn't surprise you at all be- 


cause what causes the paint to 
peel is occurring at this very 
minute. The cause, as you may 
have guessed, is water vapor 
from inside the house passing 
through the walls, condensing 
into water and being absorbed 
by the siding. When it passes 


thro the siding it’s going to 
take the paint along with it. 
There are lots of ways to 


learn now just what is going to 
happen to the outside paint come 
spring. If the inside walls of 
your home sweat or if you have 
a lot of moisture and frost col- 
lecting on windows you had bet- 
ter start to worry. 

A really good way to find 
what your status is in this game 
is to go into the attic or base- 
ment and try and get a sample 
of the insulation from the walls. 
If the insulation is nice and dry 
you don’t have to worry because

Retiring After 47 Years as Teacher 


Miss Olivia Richardson Calls Career 'A Wonderful Life’; First Negro to Head Teachers’ Council

HE daughter of a Pullman 
T rter who turned to teach- 

ng when she found the 
doors of the business world 
closed to members of her race 
is preparing to lock her desk at 
Carver school and say goodby 
to a classroom career which be- 
gan nearly a half-century ago. 
Her last farewell will be to a 
former pupil who is now her 
boss. 

Long an active worker in pro- 
fessional organizations and the 
first Negro ever to serve as 
president of the St. Louis Teach- 
ers’ Co-operative Council, Miss 
Olivia S. Richardson, eighth- 
grade instructor at Carver, will 
retire on April 19, one day be- 
fore her seventieth birthday. 
The school will honor her at a 
reception on April 12. 

On the eve of her retire- 
ment, Miss Richardson looks 
back on her 47 years in the St. 
Louis school system as “a won- 
derful life.” Preparing to grade 
her last examination papers and 
turn in her last reports, she says 
she wouldn’t have traded her 
teaching career for any other, 
even though at the time “it 
seemed to be the only profes- 
sion I could enter, as the busi- 
ness world was closed.” 

“And to me,” she said, “the 

eatest compensation of al] has 

en the number of former pu- 
pils who have become educators 
themselves.” 

Her boss at Carver, Principal 
James F. Smith, was her student 
at John Marshall Junior High 
School, where she taught from 
1918 to 1927. Prior to that she 
apprenticed at Wheatley and 
taught at Dessalines, and after 
leaving Marshall, was at Vashon 
Junior High and at L’Ouverture, 
her own elementary alma mater, 
She came to Carver in 1937. 

“She was one of the really in- 
spirational teachers,” Smith re- 
called. “Always trying to get 
us to do our very best. She 
tried to show us that we were 
really doing ourselves a favor 
when we worked hard in school 
and tried to prepare ourselves 
for the business or professional 
world.” 

The fact that more and more 
opportunities for employment 
have opened up for Negro stu- 
dents today has been a source 
of satisfaction for Miss Rich- 
ardson. 

“I have always told the chil- 
dren that they can prepare them- 
selves for anything they wish,” 
she said. “I have told them 
that they must do their best be- 
cause only the best-prepared can 
expect to take advantage of the 
opportunities open to them.” 

Although she never married, 
Miss Richardson attributes her 
happiness in the teaching field 
to her great love for children 
and her interest in their wel- 
fare. 

“I think that a love for chil- 
dren is one of the first requisites 
for a good teacher,” she said. 
“Then, she must love her work, 
for the satisfaction it brings, 


‘not for any monetary reward. 


She must be able to disagree 
without being disagreeable. She 
must recognize authority, even 
though she differs with those 
above her. She must be above- 
board in everything she does, 
and above all, must be co-oper- 
ative and able to get along with 
others.” 
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HE has detected little change 

in the generations of children 

who have come into her class- 
rooms. but she is concerned 
about the change in their homes 
and the attitude of many par- 
ents. 

“Children really don’t change 
much,” she said. “There’s good 
in every one of them and a 
teacher must find those good 
qualities. But today’s youngsters 
don’t have the same sense of 
security that we had. They don't 
have a sense of belonging. That 
goes for children of both the 
Negro and white races. The two 
wars brought on many hasty 
marriages and many of those 
failed. Now there are many 
other homes where both parents 
work and the children are left 
to shift for themselves, They 
don’t get the right training. 

“The home today is in danger 
of losing a child when he goes 
into high school. From the age 
of 14 on up, more and more of 
the i or a for training 
and supervision is handed over 
by the home to the school. I 
think a mother should be a real 
friend to her daughter; a father 
to his son. It may -be a lot of 
trouble and take a lot.of time, 
but it’s worth it.” 

She speaks from experience, 
because she grew up in a 
happy, secure home circle. The 
Richardson family lived on La- 
clede avenue, across from the 
old Pope school, and Olivia and 
her two sisters played with chil- 
dren of her own race and white

children in a non-segregated 
neighborhood. 

“Looking back on my child- 
hood and the way all of us got 
along together makes me have 
faith that this problem can be 
overcome. If there is any scrap- 
ping to be done, it will be done 
in childhood, and all of us chil- 
dren were good friends, no mat- 
ter which race.” 

She went to Sumner High 
School after graduating from 
the eighth grade at L’Ouverture, 
and received her high school 
diploma with the “World's Fair 
class” of 1903 in the old Expo- 
sition Building, where the Pub- 
lic Library now stands. She took 
her teacher training at old Sum- 
ner Normal, graduating in 1905, 
but it wasn’t until two years 


later that she became an appren- 


tice teacher. 

“In those days,” she laughed, 
“married women couldn't teach, 
so you had to sit around and 
wait for someone to get married 
and you could take her place.”

NTIL she could become a 
U teacher, she worked for a 

Negro newspaper in _ St. 
Louis, doing everything from 
covering stories to collecting 
bills, and having the same suc- 
cess with both that she later 
kad maintaining remarkable 
classroom discipline, despite the 
fact, former pupils say, that she 
never raised her voice even 
when a scolding was in order.

HAT was when Miss Rich- 
T ardson was a third-year high 

school student, and after her 
father’s death she remained to 
care for her mother, who died 
only five years ago. 

“When I was in my middle 
30s, Mother lost her eyesight, 
but she never lost her humility,* 
her faith in God and her cour- 
age,” she said. “We always start- 
ed the day with the Lord’s Pray- 
er, and I still remember that to 
the last day of her life, Mother 
sent me off to school every 
morning with these words, ‘Take 
God with you.’” 


It was to ease the loneliness 
that her mother’s death brought 
that Miss Richardson started to 
work harder than ever in the 
professional organizations she 
had joined. For four years she 
was president of the St. Louis 
Association of Elementary Edu- 
cators, and represented that 
group in the St. Louis Teachers 
Co-operative Council, compris- 
ing nearly all the professional 
groups in the public school sys- 
tem. She was secretary-treasurer 
of the council before being 
named to the presidency. 


She also is secretary-treasurer 
of the St. Louis district, Mis- 
souri State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, and is secretary of the Em- 
ployes Contact Committee, which 
represents educational and cler- 
ical groups before the school 
board. 


Many of her professional as- 
signments will end automatically 
with the close of her teaching 
career, but she shows no signs 
of losing interest in her educa- 
tional work. An avid reader, she 
expects to spend much of her 
time in study; she hopes to trav- 
el, perhaps to California to visit 
her sister, and probably will 
take in a few baseball games 
when the Cardinals are in town. 


But she also expects to keep 
on working. Having spent near- 
ly 50 years of her life imparting 
facts to St. Louis school chil- 
dren, she may continue to dis- 
tribute information in another 
kind of career.

“West opened his top 
mond, East put up the queer 
and South won. The spades 
seemed to offer the best chance, 
so declarer led the nine and let 
it ride. East ducked, and South 
blithely took a second spade fi- 
nesse. Now, of course, East won, 
cashed the king of diamonds 
and led another diamond. 

“East had been hoping that his 
partner had the last diamond, 
but South could not resist show- 
ing the defenders how mis- 
guided they had been to concen- 
trate on that suit. In _ short, 
South cashed his last diamond, 
discarding a low club from 
dummy. Then he hopefully led 
a low heart towards dummy’s 
queen. 

“West put up the king of 
hearts (the third defensive trick). 
He could see no point in cashing 
the club ace, so he put dummy 
in with a heart. 

“Here was where the play be- 
came ridiculous. Declarer should 
have cashed one spade and then 
knocked out the club ace; then 
the rest of his hand would have 
been good, for he could discard 
the 10 of clubs on dummy’s 
spade.

Chowder 


EW ENGLAND is famous 

for its clam and fish chow- 

ders, in which milk is always 
an ingredient. New York likes 
its Manhattan chowder with to- 
matoes and no milk. In both 
types, potatoes are an essential 
ingredient. 


And now comes Louisiana 
with its favorite recipe that calls 
for shrimp, milk and diced yam. 


It is surprisingly good and prob- 
ably could be made with fish 
fillets rather than shrimp. As 
you will see in the recipe, the 
other ingredients are very much 
like those used in the New Eng- 
land type of chowder. 

All chowders are hearty soups 
which “stick to the ribs.” Any 
one of these will prove useful 
during the Lenten season, if 
you replace the bacon with but- 
ter or margarin¢. 


Louisiana Yam Shrimp Chowder. 

Three slices bacon; one medi- 
um-sized onion, chopped; one 
cup diced celery; one-half cup 
chopped green pepper; one cup 
chicken stock or bouillon; five 
cups milk; one pound shrimp, 
cooked, shelled and deveined; 
two teaspoons salt; one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper; two cups diced 
cooked yams. 

Fry bacon until crisp. Remove 
from pan and crumble. Saute 


onion, celery and green pepper 
in bacon drippings until tender.

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about the eggs which sev- 

eral kinds of fish produce. 
One ocean fish, the gaff-topsail 
catfish, lays eggs which are 
about the size of pingpong balls, 
but only two dozen of these are 
laid, on the average, in a season. 
A fresh water fish, the carp, 
lays small eggs, but 2,000,000 
may be laid by one female in a 


year. 

If a fish lays eggs which float 
on the surface, the eggs are 
more likely to be gobbled up by 
hungry fish than those which 
sink to the bottom. There is 
more danger to the young of 
some kinds of fish than to the 
young of others.

MOST OF THE EGGS laid by 
carp are destroyed before they 
can hatch. A high fatality rate 
exists for young carp, but large 
carp are safe from the attacks 
of other fish in most lakes. 

Despite having a huge uc- 
tion of eggs, the carp falls short 
of being a world champion. Sev- 
eral other kinds of fish lay 
more eggs. 

A 20-year-old halibut may lay 
2,500,000 eggs. A codfish may 
pass the 9,000,000 mark. 

Another ocean food fish—the 
ling—seems to be the greatest 
egg-layer. A single ling is esti- 
mated to lay 28,000,000 eggs a 
year, on the average!

Certain kinds, including the 
leather carp, have few, if any, 
scales. 

Scales have various shapes, 
but most of them are round or 
rounded. The bowfin and the 
bony pike (or gar pike) have 
scales of an ancient type. These 
scales are described as “ganoid,” 
and are enameled.
